A BILL FOR

1 An Act relating to the issuance of lifetime hunting licenses to
2 Iowa residents.
3 BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
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S.F. 2060

Section 1. NEW SECTION. 483A.4A Lifetime hunting license —
residents sixty-five years of age or older.

A person who is a resident of this state and who is or will
turn sixty-five years of age or older is eligible to apply for
and obtain a lifetime hunting license under section 483A.1,
subsection 1, paragraph “j“. The person may apply for the
lifetime hunting license beginning on the first day of the
first month of the calendar year in which the person will
attain the age of sixty-five.

EXPLANATION

The inclusion of this explanation does not constitute agreement with
the explanation’s substance by the members of the general assembly.

This bill provides that an Iowa resident who is or will turn
65 years of age or older is eligible to apply for and obtain
a lifetime hunting license. The person may apply for the
lifetime license beginning on the first day of the first month
of the calendar year in which the person will attain the age of
65. The fee for a lifetime license under Code section 483A.1,
subsection 1, paragraph “j” is $50.50.
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
